Tho Cobourg meu would 
have bsen more largely represented but for 
a similar event yesterday, while by the 
grounding of the ateamer Oswego Belle a 
party of about 900 from Trouton and other 
points were prevented from reaching Na- 
paneo until about six o'clock, when the 
proc2eedings had about terminated.

other brigades, notably Mr, John E. Dodd, 
of the Watertown, N. Y,, fire brigade, who, 
as the sole representative of the Amorican 
firemen, took a lively interest in the pro- 
ceedings of his Canadian brethren, Large 
numbere of the general public, including 
Many prominont men from various towns, 
accompanied by firemen and took part in the 
proceedings, After the formal reception of 
the various brigados by the Napanee fire« 
men, about one o'clock a procession was 
formed in the market square in front of the 
commodious fire hall (which certainly does 
credit to tho town), The procession, and, 
indeed, nearly the whole of the proceedings 
were under the immediate management of 
Mr. James Allan, Ohief of the Napanee 
Police Force, who did his duty most ad- 
mirably, and to whom is very largely duo 
the success which attended the affair from 
beginning to the end, 

The procession was managed exceptionally 
well, so that it arrived in its terminus in 
good marching order, andjwithout breaking 
into a numberfof separate atraggling crowds’

THE CORONER'S INQUEST IN THB WHITESIDE 
CASE AGAIN POSTPONED,

The 
Aquaws thon armed themselves with knives, 
visited the battle field and robbed and 
mutilated tho bodies of the soldiers, 
Ridgely says, Custer’s command had been 
slaughtered before a shot was fired by 
Reno’s force, attacking the lower end of 
the camp about2 p,m, The Indians ro 
turned in the evening, and said the men 
had fought like the devil, but didn’t make 
astatement of their losses, Reno killed 
more Indians than Custer. 

Minnearouis, Sept. 8,-—The Pioneer, 
Press and Tribune, publish an interview 
with an old man named Ridgely, who has 
been a long time in the Yellowstone 
country, and claims to have witneased the 
Ouster massacre, being a prisoner in Sit- 
ting Bull’s camp. He says Sitting Bull 
organized, not to fight the whites, but to 
drive the miners from the Hills, Previous 
to Custer’s attack, [mounted couriers 
from Sitting Bull’s camp had for eight days 
watched his forces, Ambuscades were 
prepared and while the Indians stood ready 
for an attack, many of them clambered on 
the side of the hill, overlooking Ouster’s 
line of march,

Hw add- 
ed, “If I had a desire to escape from 
justice I had every opportunity of doing so 
but I know that I was not guilty of murder 
and had no object in ovading the law,” 
LATER, 
THE PRISONER TUPPER EXONERATRD FKOM 
ALL BLAME, 
Orrawa, Sept. 25.—The Coroner's jury 
to-day continued the inquost on tho body 
of Mrs, Tupper, The examination of wit- 
nesses occupied the whole of the day. The 
evidence went to show that Tupper has 
always been a quiet, well-living man, and 
was very fond of his wife. Tho facts of 
the case, as telegraphed last night, were 
substantiated by several witnesses who 
went into the houso immediately after tho 
ocourrence. Dr, Oarmichnel testified to 
having been calledin to see the deceased 
shortly after she died, and also to having 
assisted at tho post mortem, He was of 
opinion that death was caused by syncope. 
Tho heart appeared hoalthy. The viscera 
wore healthy excepting a slight congestion 
of the brain, He thought the deceascd 
wos not suffering from disease, but would 
not be positive. The congestion was not 
sufficient to cause death so instantaneously, 
The wound on the temple was only an 
abrasure of tho akin, and tho orbit was not 
ponetrated, After the conclusion of Dr, 
Carmichael’s evidence, a statement signed 
by himself and Drs, Beaubien, Oorbott, 
and Robillard was presented {n substance 
that death was caused by syncope or faint« 
noss. Tho jury then retired, and after a 
short absence returned the following 
verdict :—'* That deceased came by hor 
death from syncope, produced by excite- 
ment, and that the prisoner be oxonerated 
from oll blame.’ The prisonor, aftor being 
acquitted, was placod under tho protection 
of tho police, The fecling in the city to- 
day has boon strongly in favour of Tupper, 
ond the verdict of the jury is recolved 
favourably.

The Canadians at Creedmoor. 


[From the Nation, | 

Considerable disappointment was felt by 
many Canadians at the issue of tho Intor- 
natfonal Ritle contest at Creedmoor; which 
resulted ina victory for the American team 
by 22 points over tho highest, and 203 ovor 
the lowest, of the other competing teams. 
This being the third consecutive victory 
for the Amoricans, it establishes their claim 
to be considered as par excellence the cham- 
pions of the world in small bore shooting 
True, the English did not compete; but 
the winning score was far and away higher 


than any recorded score ever made by a 
team over the same ranges. The higheat 
score in the match for the Elcho shield, 
when the same number of men compose 
the team and tho ranges aro the same, has 
boon 1,506. points, whereas the Americans 
made 1,875 on the second day of shooting. 
But the Americans were not alone in thus 
excelling previous records, for the Scotch 


| team made 1,588, tho Irish 1,582, and the 


Australians 1,547, thus affording a new cri- 
terion for comparison in the future. With 

such remarkable marksmanship to contend 
against, it is no disgrace to the Ontario 
team to be beaten, and they yield the palm 
to the more successful competitors, acknow- 
ledging their defeat for the time, but stim- 
ulated to fresh efforts to retrieve their lost 
laurels on some future ocoasion, The gen- 
eral opinion ssems to be that a prone posi- 
tion is not so good as lying on the back, 
and most of our orack shots have deter 
mined to change their method of firing, 
Again, thoy are satisfied that much of their 
ill-success was due to the fact that they 
had not had sufficient practice os a team, 
or over the Creedmoor ranges; wheroas the 
other teams had been practising steadily 
for some two or threo weeks before the 
match, Adding to this that three of the 
Canadians were 80 unwell as not to be fit 
for the competition, and we are able to 
understand how it was that our men reached 
tho foot of the list, and that Oanada did 
not on this occasion sustain her character 
for marksmanship.
